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Group II, claim 34, drawn to a population of dendritic cell for use in vaccination of a 
subject produced by the process of (a) obtaining dendritic cells from an individual, (b) causing the 
dendritic cells to express an antigen by either (i) exposing the dendritic cells to the antigen in culture 
under conditions promoting uptake and processing of the antigen, or (ii) transfecting the dendritic 
cells with a gene encoding the antigen; (c) activating the antigen expressing dendritic cells, (d) 
treating the dendritic cells with an agent that inhibits MINOR expression, wherein the agent that 
inhibits MINOR expression is a small molecule , classifiable in class 514, subclass 2, for example. 

Group III, claim 34, drawn to a population of dendritic cell for use in vaccination of a 
subject produced by the process of (a) obtaining dendritic cells from an individual, (b) causing the 
dendritic cells to express an antigen by either (i) exposing the dendritic cells to the antigen in culture 
under conditions promoting uptake and processing of the antigen, or (ii) transfecting the dendritic 
cells with a gene encoding the antigen; (c) activating the antigen-expressing dendritic cells, (d) 
treating the dendritic cells with an agent that inhibits MINOR expression, wherein the agent that 
inhibits MINOR expression is an inhibitory nucleotide , classifiable in class 536, subclass 24.5, for 
example. 

In response, Applicants elect for continued examination the invention of Group III, 
which relates to an agent that is an inhibitory nucleotide . Claim 34 encompasses the claimed 
invention.
